Miss Hazel Hurst, 22, of Oneonta, N. Y., a blind traveler who 
gave several lectures In Circleville last Jan. 27, may return to America 
because the British government refuses to admit “Babe”, her seeing 
aye dog, without a six-month quarantine. 
Miss Hurst arrived in London Monday on the liner American Mer­ 
chant. 
She refused to leave the$> 
vessel without her German shep­ 
herd dog. “I am ready to go back 
to America if I can’t take my 
dog ashore,” she told officials. 
The British ministry of agricul­ 
ture announced that after “serious 
consideration” the dog could not 
be admitted without quarantine. 
The ministry requires dogs to be 
quarantined until it is apparent 
that they are healthy animals. 
“We have every sympathy with 
Miss Hurst," an official said, “but 
we cannot deviate from the regu­ 
lations. 
lf we made an exception 
in her case it would be a loophole 
for others.” 
Miss Hurst spoke before the 
Rotary club and at the high school 
on her trip to Circleville. 
She re­ 
lated her travels with the dog as 
her guide, told of the dog’s train­ 
ing and demonstrated the way the 
dog guides her. 
A ward of Rotary clubs of CtiJl 
nation, Miss Hurst is given credit 
for obtaining use of railroads find 
other common carriers for “seeing 
eye” dogs. She is the only woman 
to ever appear as a speaker at 
an International Rotary gathering, 
having addressed the convention 
at Nice, Italy.

The application must 
be made at least three days in ad­ 
vance of the election.

“The frantic Japanese m ilitar­ 
ists have carried out a new provo­

editorial 
continued. 
“This insolent aggression has caus­ 
ed deep indignation in the entire 
Soviet nation.”

W ASHINGTON, Aug. 3— (U P) 
—The senate cam paign expeditur- 
es com m ittee broadened its inves­ 
tigation of the K entucky prim ary 
today and increased its staff of 
investigators. 
Conditions 
there, 
the com m ittee charged, were such 
as to "im peril the right of the 
people to 
a 
free and unpointed 
^ballot.” 
W ithout m entioning names, the 
com m ittee charged th a t the cam ­ 
paign forces of Senate M ajority 
Leader Alben W. Barkley, who is 
backed by Roosevelt for the sta te ’s 
D em ocratic senatorial nom ination, 
and 
his 
opponent, 
Gov. 
A. B. 
Chandler, were equally guilty of 
im proper tactics. 
C hairm an M orris Sheppard, D., 
Tex., revealed th a t H. Ralph B ur­ 
ton, com m ittee investigator, had 
employed "three or four" assistants 
to extend the investigation. 
Sheppard said th a t the com m it­ 
tee would be on hand for the pri­ 
m ary balloting Saturday to w atch 
for evidence of irregularities. 
O thers In Tennessee 
Six other investigators will w atch 
the Tennessee prim ary Thursday. 
A com m ittee m em ber 
described 
th a t cam paign as "g u tter politics” 
pointing tow ard an election con­ 
test before the senate. 
The com m ittee 
said 
the Ken­ 
tucky investigation would be push­ 
ed "in order th a t the full facts 
m ay be developed and presented 
to the senate for its consideration 
and action.” 
This indicated, some observers 
believe, th a t the com m ittee con­ 
sidered the K entucky cam paign 
was such th a t the rig h t of the 
victor to a seat in the senate would 
be challenged in th a t body. 
A fter hearing B urton’s evidence, 
gathered over 
one-third 
of the 
state, the com m ittee said it was 
"certain 
th a t 
organized efforts 
have been and are being m ade to 
control the vote of those on re­ 
lief work, and th a t contributions 
have been 
sought 
and 
obtained 
from federal employes, in behalf 
of one of the senatorial candidat­ 
es.” 
Chandler forces 
charged 
th a t 
B arkley’s backers had sought the 
help of federal office holders, and 
asserted th a t the W P. A. was 
working openly for the senator. 
W. P. A. A dm inistrator H arry 
L. H opkins 
said 
the com m ittee 
statem ent did not refer to W. P. A. 
officials. 
He said he w as inform ­ 
ed th a t it "w as not directed at 
anyone connected with the W.P.A. 
but a t persons entirely outside the 
W .P.A. who sought to get relief 
w orkers to vote for one candidate 
or the other.” 
B arkley’s 
group 
accused 
the 
Chandler organization of causing 
the state old-age pension and un­ 
em ploym ent 
insurance 
organi­ 
zations to distribute paym ents in 
a m anner calculated to air Chand­ 
ler. 
"It is equally certain,” the com ­ 
m ittee said, "th a t state officials 
charged in p a rt the distribution 
of federal funds for old-age as­ 
sistance and 
for unem ploym ent 
com pensation have been required to 
contribute from their salaries and 
of their services in the interest 
of another candidate for the United 
States senate.” 
Both candidates, in answ ering 
com m ittee questionnaires said they 
knew of no Instances of coercion 
of voters, or collection of cam- 
pain funds by others in their be­ 
half.

WARS TO STOP WARS 
CAYS Senator Norris of Nebraska, the 
& 
only living Ignited States Senator who 
voted against American entrance into the 
World War, and whose essential pacifism 
may be taken for granted; 
“Although T could never favor voting 
to put this country to war again on a for­ 
eign field, yet 20 or 30 t ears from now, 
when a younger generation of Americans 
is fighting a world union of Fascist na­ 
tions, resisting a Fascist wave of aggression 
against us, those Americans of that day 
may wish we had defeated Fascism in its 
infancy.” 
The danger foreseen by the senator 
seems so real that every believer in democ­ 
racy must be concerned with ways to pre­ 
vent it. 
There might be a powerful Fas­ 
cist league making deliberate war on 
human freedom and our humane way of 
life, and it might be done in less time than 
twenty or thirty years. 
But is military force the way for the 
free nations to defeat Fascism, now or at 
any other time? Probably not; for it was 
a virtual Fascism that the democratic 
powers, including America, fought in the 
last World War, and we see what came 
of that supposed victory. 
The absolutism 
of a Hitler or Mussolini or Stalin is worse 
than the Kaiser’s. 
To beat Fascism, the totalitarian na­ 
tions must be persuaded that political 
freedom is the better way. 
They will be 
persuaded by evidence rather than by 
force. 
The best evidence is a demonstra­ 
tion of prosperity and contentment in the 
democratic nations. With the world as it 
is, we also need strong defense combined 
with a strong will to peace. 
This is the course on which the chief 
democratic powers seem to have entered 
now'. 
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JOHNSON FLIES TO ALASKA 
11TASHINGTON— Assistant Secretary of 
War Louis Johnson is on his way to 
Alaska, but the full significance of his trip 
is not generally known. 
Flying in an amphibian plane from 
Seattle, with an assortment of maps and 
charts, he is making a preliminary survey 
of a highway through Canada to the 
Klondike. 
The amazing feature of this project is 
that the United States would build and 
control a highway within the territory of 
Canada. The road would cost $12,000,000, 
and be built, paid for, and maintained by 
the United States. 
Construction would be difficult as an 
engineering feat, but more difficult still 
as a diplomatic feat. Negotiations are now 
under way with Canada to obtain the right 
of way and the necessary guarantee of 
control. 
The War Department is not interested 
iii providing scenic beauty for tourists. Its 
motive is to strengthen the fortification of 
Alaska, thereby protect the continental 
United States from attack in the north 
Pacific. 
The generals want a highway 
over which they could send troops and 
military equipment in an emergency. 
This is where the diplomatic difficulty 
comes in. 'Canada must guarantee that 
the road may be used in time of war, 
though a third country might regard such 
a concession by Canada as an unneutral 
act. 
The idea is being sold to Canada with 
two strong arguments: 
she would get a 
$12,000,000 highway w ithout cost, and she 
would get many times this amount in tour­ 
ist business when this route is opened for 
automobile traffic. 
lf he can get the President’s approval, 
Johnson will put a battalion of engineers 
to work immediately on a mile-by-mile sur­ 
vey of the route. 
The Twenty-ninth Bat­ 
talion of Engineers is stationed in the 
Northwest, ready to do a quick job.

GERMAN CENSORSHIP 
One of the odd facts about the dictator­ 
ships of Europe is that Germany and Italy 
are now getting news coverage about 
France from the United States. 
German and Italian newspapers gave 
only a meagre coverage to the recent visit 
to Paris of King George and Queen Eliza­ 
beth. 
Reason was that they wanted to 
minimize the British-French entente and 
rivalry with Hitler’s visit to Rome. 
But the National Broadcasting Com­ 
pany, which devotes four and a half hours 
daily to foreign language broadcasts, sent 
this story by short wave in both German 
and Italian. 
They gave news elements and editorial 
comments from leading U. S. dailies. 
In Germany there is nothing to prevent 
the owner of a shortwave radio from hear­ 
ing a foreign news broadcast. 
He can 
listen in his own home, with none present 
beyond his own family, but is disallowed 
by law from inviting friends to listen. 
Follow ing this broadcast, N. B, C. re­ 
ceived many letters from the other side, 
expressing t h a n k s for tile news. 
In p r e ­ 
paring their programs, N. B C. collabo­ 
rates with the State Department.

DIET AND HEALTH 


H a v e Y ou L u m b ag o ? H ere A re Causes, C ure 
Av LOGAN CLENDENING, M. I). 
I HAVE been asked by a south­ 
ern correspondent to discuss lum­ 
bago. 
Lumbago derives Its name from 
the lum bar muscles—those massive 
and powerful muscles in the back 
on either side of the spinal column. 
Strictly speaking it is a pain in 
these muscles, but the name is ap­ 
plied to any pain in the back. 
So in a larger sense a discussion 
of lumbago would be a discussion 
of backache. 
Which is too big a 
subject for us to take up here. 
It is im portant, though, to know 
whether you have simple lumbago 
or backache due to other causes. 
There are many structures close to 
the 
lumbar 
muscles, 
and 
your 
“lumbago” may be due to arth ritis 
of the spine or other disease of the 
bones thereabout, or to kidney dis­ 
ease or to spinal cord disturbance. 
Mr, Schmeling, at the date I am 
w riting this, undoubtedly has a 
“lum bago” due to having come into 
violent contact with a swiftly mov­ 
ing body. 
Most cases of lumbago, however, 
are simple and are due to changes 
in the lum bar muscles themselves. 
We say they are simple but th at 
ioesn't mean th at lumbago doesn’t 
hurt. 
On the contrary, it may be 
one of the most painful and annoy­ 
ing and crippling afflictions you 
in have. 
I have known cases to 
la Ft for a year to 18 months. 
Causes Listed 
The causes are: 
(I) Sprain—lifting or tw isting, 
Aith the formation of little hem- 
rrhages in the muscle, or tearing 
of small muscle fibers, or both. 
(21 Cold—and especially a com­ 
bination of cold and wet. 
Swim­ 
ming in too cold w ater will do this. 
It is an Iceman's disease, from 
a crying blocks of ice on the back. 
(3) Infection lighting on these 
muscles fiom a faraw ay part of 
the body, as an infected or dead 
tooth or tonsil. 
This is the com- 
fhonest cause. 
In treatm ent, it is obvious from 


reading the list cf pauses th at ti. 
paramount consideration is rest. 
Rest to allow the hem orrhages to 
be absorbed and rest to allow the 
torn muscles to heal, if injury or 
sprain is the cause. 
R?.st to allow 
the inflammation to subside lf in­ 
fection is the cause. 
Rest is especially im portant at 
first. 
Efforts to m assage or rub 
out the pain during the first few 
days may prolong recovery indefi-

nitely and add insult to injury. 
After rest, heat. 
Any form of 
external heat. 
This gives relief 
from pain and also prom otes heal­ 
ing. One of the best form s of heat 
is the hot domestic fiat iron. 
The 
patient is laid face down. The skin 
is anointed with vaseline, then a 
flannel is laid down over it, and an 
iron as hot as can be stood moved 
up and down over the sore area. 
L ater on rubbing, m anipulation 
and massage are in order.

He was quoted as say­ 
ing that "when you have as many 
years as I have to serve, you’ll 
try anything once.” 
Bennedum said he hid in a bam 
near here until Friday night. He 
was picked up by sheriff’s depu­ 
ties while walking along a road.

Jap Planes Hurl Bombs 
On Hankow; Drive Forms 


SHANGHAI, Aug 3. — (U P) — Japanese planes bombed Hankow 
heavily today in preparation for the assault on the provisional capital. 
Eighteen bombers and IO pursuit ships appeared over the Hankow 
airfield. 
Their bombs ploughed up the ground enough to make it 
impossible for Chinese planes to take off or land and wrecked many 
hangars. 
The raiders circled and dropped 40 more 
bombs, but these 
appeared 
to have landed in a thickly-populated 
residential area. 
The planes then bombed the railroad approaches and warehouses and 
factories in the north part of the city. 
They also dumped bombs 
on defense positions along the dykes of the swollen Flan river. 
Reliable reports to Shanghai said other Japanese planes bombed 
a Chinese customs cruiser on the Yangtse 30 miles East of Hankow, 
killing J. T, C. Crawley, a British 
customs harbor officer, and injur­ 
ing several others. 


.March Halted 


South of Hankow, along the 
Yangtse river front where several 
days ago the Chinese claimed they 
had halted the Japanese march on 
the provisional capital, other Ja ­ 
panese planes staged devastating 
raids. 
Chinese reports said that the 
Japanese planes struck along 200 
miles of the Yangtse river and had 
disabled 14 Chinese ships, includ­ 
ing three gunboats and an undet­ 
ermined number of junks. 
In addition , the planes bombed 
Chinese defenses at Tienkiachen, 
Kichun, Hwangshiskang, Hwafeng, 
Lungping and Matow'. 
The Chinese reported that they 
had cut dukes along the Yangtse 
near Yuhu, IO miles above Kiu- 
kiang, "flooding a vast area of 
farmland,” in an effort to hold 
back the Japanese advance. 
Thirty-thousand new Japanese 
reinforcements w'ere reported to 
have gone to the front from Shansi 
province in order to speed up the 
drive and occupy Hankow quickly 
so that Japan would be better able 
to meet any eventuality growing 
out of the Manchukuoan border 
dispute with Russia. '
